liberate speed' would today be 
fully satisfied by types of plans 
or programs for desegregation of 
public educational facilities which 
eight years ago might have been 
deemed sufficient." 


Goldberg then went on to assert 


for the full court: 


"Brown 
never 
contemplated 


that the concept of 'deliberate 
speed' would countenance indefi- 
nite delay in elimination of racial 
barriers in school, let alone other 
public facilities not involving the 
same physcal problems or com- 
parable conditions." 


At another point. Goldberg de- 


clared: 
"The basic guarantees of our 


Constitution are warrants for the 
here and now and, • unless there 
is an overwhelmingly compelling 
reason,, they are to be promptly 
fulfilled." 


The Memphis park case, Gold- 


berg said, presented no obvious 
occasion for warranted delay.

The 
integration crisis broke out in Sep- 
tember and he commanded troops 
of the 101st Airborne Division sent 
by President Eisenhower to en- 
force federal court-ordered inte- 
gration at Little Rock Central' 
High School. 


Walker was named commanding

Rockefeller

LITTLE ROCK (AP)— Winthrop 


Rockefeller, Republican National 
Committeeman for Arkansas,, said 
Sunday he was encouraged at the 
Republican outlook in Arkansas 
for 1964. 


Rockefeller based his feeling on 


what he called a surprising tourn 
out for a $25-a-plate Republican 
tund raising dinner in Little Rock 
Saturday night. 


Rockefeller said the number ol 


people attending and the- numbeir 
of miles they drove was an indi- 
cation of increased interest in the 
Republican Party. 


Approximately 750 Arkansas Re- 


publicans turned out for the affair 
which featured Sen. Thurston B 
Morton, R-Ky., as the main speak- 
er and movie star Robert Taylor 
as the master of ceremonies. 


Morton said in his address that 


he had never seen a grab for pow. 
elr such as is occuring in Washing- 
ton at the present time. 


He urged Republicans to get in- 


to politics at the local levels be- 
cause that would be the only way 
they could attain power in state 
politics and eventually in national 
politics. 


Morton said a successful Repub- 


lican political campaign would be 
constructed like a 
building. Hei 


said it would be based on financial 
support, organization, candidates 
and issues cemented together with 
the spirit of the party. 


"We don't have to make the is- 


sues," he said, "They're being 
made for us in Washington. All 
we have to do is develop them."

Lynne said Sunday he will an- 
nounce his decision by Tuesday. 
It will be the fifth court ruling 
within a week on Birmingham is- 
sues. 


It will come just three weeks 


before tsvo Negroes, backed by 
orders of another federal judge, 
plan to present themselves for ad- 
mission into white units of the 
University of Alabama system— 
one at the main university cam- j 
pus at Tuscaloosa. the other at a 
branch at Huntsville. 


Gov. George C. Wallace has 


vowed a stand-in-tlie-door policy 
to maintain segregation in Ala- 
bama's schools. He has said he 
will be on hand personally to 
block admission of a Negro at 
the university for the term be- 
ginning June 10. 


Two suits are involved in the 


public 
school 
litigition 
before 


Lynne. The first, filed in 1960. at- 
tacks Alabama's pupil placement 
law, which has been upheld on 
its face by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. The law gives local school 
boards broad authority in assign- 
ing pupils to schools.

seeks an injunction wiping out the 
entire segregation system in Bir- 
mingham schools. Both are class 
actions, which means they seek 
relief on behalf of all Negroes.

In any case, under the Consti- 


tution, amendments approved by 
this convention would be submit- 
ted to the states for ratification. 
If 38 state legislatures or state 
conventions—three-fourths of the 
50—ratified the amendments, they 
would become part of the U.S. 
Constitution. 


The 23 amendments now in the 


Constitution were approved by a 
less complicated method: 
they 


were proposed by a two-thirds 
vote in Congress and then ratified 
by three-fourths of the states.
